Hulk, the world’s 
biggest pit bull, is 80kg 
and 18 months old, which 
means he could one day grow 
even bigger than one of Tony 
Abbott’s ears. 

His owners Marlon and Lisa 
Grennan run Dark Dynasty 
K9s in New Hampshire, USA, 
which trains and supplies 
protection dogs. 

An online video of the 
enormous canine shows him 
playing with the Grennan’s 
three-year-old son Jordan. 
They own 12 pit bulls and 
one chihuahua, otherwise 
known as an entree. 

“I have no concerns 
about any of my dogs 
around my son,” says Lisa. 
“They are amazing family 
dogs.

“They go through 
enormous amounts of training 
and are more used to going up 
against multiple grown men 
and hearing loud noises.

Is training a pickpocket for 
a movie different from doing 
itforareaiscore? 

It's an interesting dance 
between props, wardrobe 
and the actors to teach them 
how all these things go 
together because it requires 
a certain kind of clothing.

It's hard to say. Margot

Margot was trying to do 
the pickpocketing for real 
afterl taught herthe 
techniques and she realised 
very quickly that there's a 
psychology to this besides 
just the physical side. But 
I was surprised how fast 
she picked up the physical 
element of it. 

Can you be bom with 
criminal skills or is it all 
finesse and practice? 

Some people are more 
perceptive to others. 
Generally I've never 
met a thief that wasn't 
pretty perceptive of his 
environment and what 
other people are thinking. 
That's theonly thing I would 
say you need in order to 
be a picker. 

Is it like a magic trick, 
distracting the audience 
from the real action? 
Occupying the mind is 
how I would say it. If I try to 
distract you away from it, it's 
like throwing a boomerang. 
It's going to come back 
and I don't know when your 
attention's going to come 


back. I prefer not to 
lose control of it. 

Would the average person 
be horrified by how many 
pickpockets there are? 

They're still hitting large 
sporting events. They're 
migratory, advanced-level 


teams that can run their own 
credit cards; they don't have 
to send it out to a fence, they 
run multiple types of scams 
altogether at onetime. 

How did you get into 
sleight of hand? Is there 
a dark side? 

My half-brother's good at it, 
and growing up around that 
I saw things that I probably 


shouldn't have. There was 
a moment when he moved 
from stealing and short cons 
into trafficking guns and 
drugs. I was at my brother's 
house one time when 
somebody showed up at the 
front lawn because a deal 
had gone bad and they had 
guns. He had me behind the 
door with a baseball bat and 
he fired a shotgun out the 
front door, so I've been in 
those kinds of scenes and I 
think it changes my baseline 
stress level. But when I've 
met guys who do these kind 
of cons like card cheating or 
pickpocketing it's very soft, 
it's non-violent. They avoid 
violence as much as they can. 
There's a reason they choose 
to do this versus violence. 
Most importantly, have you 
ever used your knowledge 
to impress chicks? 

As a thief, absolutely. When 
a lady would find out I was a 
professional thief, she'd tell 
me to steal something from 
her, and I'd kiss her, right off 
the bat. Yeah, it got me in 
trouble in the beginning but 
that's how I met my wife ... It's 
very seductive to a woman, 
the romantic nature of a thief.

Not so long ago the

hI nanotechnology is 
all about playing with the 
building blocks of all life 
and matter on the tiniest of 
levels.

As one website puts it: “A 
single personal nanofactory 
with a single chemical 
supplyand power supply 
can produce a wide range 
of useful, reliable products, 
including copies of itself to 
double the manufacturing 
infrastructure in hours, if 
desired.” But the “copies of 
itself bit” is what has some 
scientists fearing a scenario 
in which Earth is swamped 
by self-replicating “grey 
goo”.

“At the end of 10 hours, 
there are not 36 new 
replicators, but over 68 
billion.

An Italian surgeon reckons he’ll be performing 
head transpiants by 2017. Is he off his nut?

Sergio Canavero 
says he’s fixed the 
technical problenns of head 
transplants, such as 
immune system rejection, 
and fusing the brain stem 
and spine, with the first to 
take place in 2017.
